SAN FRANCISCO - Chinese owners of a 
]ocal TV station may lose their broadcasting 
licenseunlesstheycanprovethattheydidnot 
lie to the Federal Communications Commis- 
Sion (FCC) about foreign ownership. 

The FCC has ordered Pan Pacific Televi- 
Sion, which operates KKPST-TV, Channel 66， 
to address allegations that the station is 
Owned and controlled by Taiwan interests, 3 
direct violation of federal communications 
Iegulations. Owners of the Vallejo-based 
Station have also been charged with possibly 
misleadingtheFCC duringlts licensinghear- 
ingsbyfailingto discloseforeign ownership. 

The charges against PPIV stem from a 
petition filed in 1987 and again in1989 by a 
Fremont resident, John 3S. Wong, and a Ten- 
nesSee-based frm called Pen Holdings, Inc.， 
Which soughtto.deny PPTV its license. 

Ownership ofKPSTIT-IV has beenthe sub- 


六 iect of controversy Since 1978 when the 1i- 
eense to _ operate the station first_ became 


available. Over the next SIx yearSs,， Several 
Chinese American groups，including Pen 
Holdings, vied for the station's license by 
particlipabng in“ comparative hearings” held 
by the FCC to evaluate the qualifications of 
the potental buyers. 

Among the issues reyiewed by the FCC 
during the course of the hearings were con- 
cerns about forelign，or alien，0Ownership. 
Forelgnownership ofbroadcastentitesin the 
USislmlited to 20 percent of capital stock or 
of voting control.，Furthermore, the princi- 


pals ofabroadcastcorporationmustbe either 


American-born ornaturalized American cit- 
Zens， 

During the comparative hearings, the FCC 
found no evidence of forelign Ownership Or 
foreign influence in the Ownership of PPTYV， 
whose principals are DavidLi, Wallace Lee， 
Edand Shirley Lau,and Victor Sun. In 1985， 
the FCC granted PPTV a construction au- 
thorization to begn bullding a broadcast 
facility. 

In 1986, however faced with Skyrocketing 
Operating expenses and otherfinancial woes， 
PPTYV put the station up for Sale (E/ 歼 4/6). 
Among the prospective buyers were Pen 
Holdingsandlitsowner,EddiePen,and Silver 
King Broadcastitng of Northern California, a 
Subsidiary of Home Shopping Network. 

According to statements made by Eddie 
Pen in his _ declaration to the FCC, it was 
during his negotiations with PPTV that he 
was approached in June and July1986 by 
officials of TITV (Taiwanese Television En- 
terprise Co., 工 td.), who claimed they repre- 
Sented PPTV in the sale of the construction 
permit to Pen. Pen said TTV officials told 
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him that only 27.8 percent of PPTV stock is 
controlled by the Chinese American princi- 
pals; the remaining 72.2 percent Ownership 
interest js held by TIV-. 

Penalso stated that in another meeting with 
PPTY principals, they “acknowledsged..:that 
they do not Own the percentages of stock im 
下 PTV]thattheyhave consistentlyadvised the 
Commission they hold.” 

Pen lost his second attempt to purchase the 
Station when PPTV decided to sell its assets to 
Silver 玉 ing Broadcasting in August 1986. 
Shorty thereafter，Pen petitioned the FCC to 
deny PPTYV its license based on its alleged 
foreign ownership. Among other allegations， 
PensaidthatPPTYV didnothonoritspromiseto 
Serve the Asian community and the city of 
Vallejobyprovidingcommunity-oriented pro- 
gramming. 

JIn response to the charges, PPTV told the 
Commission that the petitioners allegations 
Were Supported “onlybyheresayandmisstate- 
ments.”The owners denied that the station is 


controlled by TITV and claimed that Pen's 
meeting with TIV officials“did not take 
Place，according to FCC records. 

Latelastyear theFCCrejected someofthe 
charges made by Wong and Pen, but ordered 
PPTYV to respond to the issues of alien own- 
ership and Show ”its qualifications to be a 
Commission licensee”before a hearing. 

According to FFC attorney Larry 
Millerwhoishandling this case,ahearing on 
these charges will be held in Washington， 
DC, the first quarter of 1990. The exact date 
will be set August 3 at a pre-hearing confer- 
ence, he Sald. 

The hearing on alleged foreign ownership 
is not the first time PPTV has had to tangle 
with the FCC. The FCC recently dismissed 
PPTV'Ss March 1 application for a“distress 
Sale，which would have allowed itto sellthe 
station to SilverKing Broadcasting.TheFCC 
deniedPPTV'Spetition becausetheUSCourt 
of Appeals ruled March 31 that a“distress 
Sale "ofabroadcastentityisunconstitutional.

Henry Der, executive director of Chinese 
for Affirmative Action and a coalition mem- 
ber, Said the bureau delayed in hiring bilin- 
gual workers duringthelastcount.IPSsimpor- 
tantthis time around,he said,to setanatiorial 
policy early on regarding bilingual needs in 
order that all census tracts will,be counted 
accurately. 

On July 17,the bureau agreed for the first 
time to conduct a Survey of 150,000 homes 
next year to adjust the census for any under- 
counting of racial, ethnic and other groups. 
The agreement was announced in Federal 
District Court in Brooklyn the same day a 
tnal involving a lawsuit against the Com- 
merce Department, which includes the Cen- 
SUS Bureau, was to begin. 

The Suit was filed by civic and civil rights 
groups and state, county and local goverm- 
ments. An inaccurate census count could 
impact political representation and federal 
aid.

C.B. Sung, chairman and chlef executive 
officer of Unison Group, Inc. and one of the 
pioneers ofjoint venture deals in China, took 
amoremoderate standregardingU9 busineSs 
dealings in China. 

Sungcalled the student movement Some- 

thing very beautiful”but made possible in 
Part through China's economic reforms. He 
Said ,further -economic Sanctions against 
China will only do greatharm to any progresSS 
toward improving the cause of human Tights 
there. 
Stng proposed a five-point plan to renew 
foreign , business confidence in China. The 
Iecommendations include a call for the Chi- 
nese go0vernment to lift martual law and to 
declare amnesty for the participants in the 
pro-democracy movement. 

Since' China began liberalizing its eco- 
nomic policy, about $30 billion in foreign 
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investments, mostly from Hong Kong, the 
Us and Japan, has flowed into China. 

Stanley Herzstein, president of the World 
TradeCenterofSan Francisco,Ssaidthatifthe 
Us steps out of the China market othercoun- 
trnies will step in. Once the US businesses are 
gone from the picture,it will be hard forthem 
to regain a foothold in China, he saild. 

But George Lee, director of the US-Busi- 
ness Institute at SF State University, Said the 
current events in Beijing have Set back eco- 
nomicreforms in Chinaby 10to 15 yearsand 
created a less than desirable investment cli- 
mate. When the country recovers economi- 
cally,the leadership will be radically differ- 
entIESnotgoodstrategytobeidentified with 
the current leadership, he warned US busi- 
neSSeS， 

Zhouassertedthatthe Chinese government 
ij$ “keenly aware that China cannot modern- 
ijzebyclosing ourdoorstotheoutside world.” 
He said an economic blockade of China will 
only result in an unfortunate isolation of 
China. 

Referring to China's failed“Great Leap 
FEorward ” economic development campaign 
launched by Mao Zedong in 1958，which 
isolated the country from any outside aid， 
Zhou Said，Its not in the interest of the Us9， 
itSnotintheinterestofChina, andilitsnot in 
the interestofthe world' speople to have that 
Part of history Tepeated.” 

Gold had a much more dire prediction for 
Chinaas aresultofthecontinued government 
Suppresslion of dissidents and human rights 
Violations. “There is greatpotential forunrest 
and sabotage in China，he cautioned, by the 
country's workers who can't form their own 
unions, the unemployed and underemployed 
Who can t find work, the entrepreneurs who 
feel stifled, and farmers who are heading to 
citiestolookforjobs because they are getting 
IOU's from the govemment for their crops. 
What is happening within China is just as 
Important as what is happening with inves- 
tors outside of China, he Sald.

BEIJING - About 300 Beijing University 
students defied a government ban on public 
demonstrations 9unday nightand gathered at 
a campus courtyard to Sing Communist 
SoOngs.Itwasthefirstpublic protestin Beijing 
Since the military crackdown on June 4. 

The Students were reported to be angered 
after being told their political activities had 
ended their chance of gettinig immediate job 
asSignments.A studenttold reporters thatthe 
demonstrations began at 11 pm after an im- 
promptu meeting atthe Institute of Econom- 
lcs. 

The students gathered in the the same area 
Where protests began earlier this year and 
began singing such Communist Party Songs 
3S71ile7raaQHoO1Gleand WipoUtthe CoOm77aU1SL 
Parb Thpere Vold Be No New C 太 7na. 

Govermnment officials called the protest 3 
“serious political transgression” and warned 
School authorities that a full-scale investiga- 
tion involving the police and military will be 
launched if the identities of the instigators 
Were not Tevealed. 

Agroup ofsoldiers showed up outside the 
University toclean sidewalks,repairblicycles 
and conduct othercommunity service during 
the demonstration. A government television 
camera recorded the entire Scene. 

Students complained that the govermnment 
planned to cut the next first-year Class on ali 
campuses by abwiit 30.00055asd that Beijing 
University, the center of ali the earjier pro- 
tests jn China, would be cut back the most.

WAsSHINGTON, DC - A House bill pro- 
tecting Chinese students from having to re- 
turn to China once their visas expire was ap- 
proved by a full vote of the House Judiciary 
Committee Wednesday, July 28. 

HR2712,introducedbyRep.NancyPelosi 
(D-9F), would walve the “return residence>” 
requirementforholders ofJ-1 visas,the most 
common type of visas held by Chinese stu- 
dents in the US9. 

Bearers of this type of visa are required to 
return to China for two years after the com- 
pletion of their studies before applying for 
anotherresidency status in the US. 

Unlike the Mitchell-Dole amendment to 
the senate s immigration bill passed on July

Few Asian parents turn to TenderLion on 
their own for help. Instead, most of the chil- 
dren are referred to the program by schools， 
childcare centers, Sexual abuse centers, and 
the courts. Often, staff at Tender Lion arethe 
first ones to discover that a child has been 
Sexually Or physically abused. 

Leung and his staff focus on parent educa- 
tion as One way to overcome this_ cultural 
barrier. They make every effort to actively 
engage parents in their child s therapy“We 
try to educate them about Western ways of 
thinking，and to share with them that emo- 
tional factors can Contribute to physSical fac- 
tors,”Leung Said. 


The Tender Lion Family Program prides 


itself on providing culturally sensitive and 
apprIopriate services to its diverse client 
population. 

“Counseling approaches must be modi- 
fiedtotakecultural differencesintoaccount,” 
Leung said.“These differences shouldn'tbe 
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perceived as 位 ghtening or negative，but 
Iather as an Opportunity to use the family?s 
cultaural heritage as a way to deal with the 
problems of everyday living,”he said. 

According to clinic therapist Nancy Gray， 
working with Asian and Latino children has 
challenged her to learmn to adapt her more 
Western therapy methods to different cul- 
tures and to “be in tne with where [my 
clients] are coming from.” 

Gray noted that in many child abuse cases 
involving SoutheastAsians,forexample, she 
mustoften help theparents see thatwhatthey 
Consider normal discipline is really abusive 
behavior by Western standards.“We try to 
Work with theparents to see ifthey arerecep- 
tive to other ways of disciplining their child， 
to help them modify their behavior,”Gray 
Salid. 

Leungsaiditis critical, when working with 
Asian children and their parents, to also rec- 
0gnize_ the traditional importance of the 
family overthe individual's needs, and to be 
Sensitive“to the hierarchical nature of the 
family.” 

“Asian parents,”he emphasized“must be 
Iecognized as the strong head ofthe family.”

Because tackling the mental health prob- 
lems of Asian children and youth istoo big a 
task forone program, TenderLion maintains 
important linkages with other Asian social 
Service agencies Such as the Cross-Cultural 
Family Center，Southeast Asian Refugee 
Resettlement Center，and the Language 
Bank. 

Leung, who was the director of child and 
family servicesattheRichmondMaxiCenter 
in San Francisco for four years, is the first 
Asian American to head ihe Tender Lion 
Family Program Since its inception. He jokes 
that “to this day I don't believe my parents 
know whatIdo for aliving.”Exposed to the 
COnsSCiousness-Taising Sixties，Leung，41， 
gave up potential careers in business and en- 
gineering to pursue psychology.“I thought 
Id be more satisfied helping people rather 
than sitting behind a desk looking at blue- 
prints，he said smiling. 

Leung said he chose to devote his life to 
helping children because he gets“immense 
satisfaction watching them grow”and feels 
that intervention at an early age is the most 
effective.
